LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 


May it please Your Excellency , 

We, the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, 
submit to Your Excellency this our Seventy-first Report. In this 
report the statistics of attendances, religious denominations, 

&c., in the schools, have been compiled for the year ended 31st 
December, 1904, while the statements connected with the ex- 
penditure of the Parliamentary grants, &c., refer to the year 
ended 31st March, 1905. 

In view of recent changes we deem it advisable to give a 
brief statement on the organization of manual and practical 
instruction during the past five years. 

. When we determined, in 1900 (as a result of the recommen- Manual ^and 
nations of the Commission on Manual and Practical Instruction) Section 
to remodel the curriculum of the National schools, and to add organ- 
to the school course several new subjects, it was felt that the izatl0n * 
latter could be introduced only by appointing experts, who, 
with the aid of assistants, should train the teachers in the pro- 
cedure to be followed. It was also decided to try the new 
system of organization in the case of several subjects already 
included in the curriculum which were either ineffectively 
taught, or were attempted in only a comparatively small num- 
ber of schools. The subjects included in the organization 
: needlework, vocal music, cookery and laundry work, 
and and eye work, including manual instruction and drawing,, 
and elementary science.

miuli and M ^ ss Prenderg&st , while Mr. Goodman, the Board’s ex- 
piaeticai 311 aminer in music, took charge of the singing. Miss FitzGerald, 
instruction. w jj 0 h a( j f or some time been superintending, under the direc- 
tion of the Boyal Irish Association for the training and 
employment of women, the classes in cookery conducted 
by four itinerant teachers in some districts of Ireland, 
was placed in charge of twelve sub-organizers, who 
were to train teachers in that subject in every part of the 
country. To promote manual instruction, Mr. Bevis, who 
had successfully introduced it into Birmingham schools, was. 
brought over from England. Of four assistants granted to him 
he lost one in the middle of his work, so that he had to carry 
on the organization with a diminished staff. 

Mr. Heller and his assistant were likewise brought from 
England. Mr. Heller had been engaged in introducing a new 
system of science instruction into some schools in the east 
end of London, under the London School Board. At first he 
had only five sub-organizers to assist him here, but within the 
last eighteen months two others were appointed. 

The organizers’ classes were the means of perfecting the 
teachers’ knowledge, especially in the case of needlework and 
singing ; while the visits which the organizers paid to schools 
were the means of helping the teachers over the difficulties 
encountered in beginning subjects, with the teaching of which 
they were not familiar. 

In the case of manual instruction and elementary science, 
and to a less extent in the case of drawing, the work was so 
new that the teachers, as a rule, were unable to grasp the 
subject intelligently, or to introduce it into their schools except 
in a very mechanical fashion, especially as the sub-organizers 
in the earlier period were rarely able to visit the schools for the 
purpose of aiding the teachers. 

Some of the subjects required little apparatus, and that of 
an inexpensive kind, whilst for others a considerable and com- 
paratively expensive equipment was necessary. 

Ireland, being the poorest part of the United Kingdom, has 
always trusted mainly to the general exchequer for the further- 
ance of education, and very little local effort has ever been 
made to supply anything more than the absolutely necessary 
apparatus for school purposes. Hence subjects requiring much 
local outlay have generally remained unattempted. 

Two of the subjects included in the organization — needle- 
work and singing — did not require any considerable outlay for 
their promotion in the schools, and, moreover, had the advan- 
tage of general approval and popularity ; hence theip rapid 
progress could not be for a moment doubtful, when it was 
understood that improvement would be insisted on. Cookery 
was popular with the parents ; but the cost of the necessary 
equipment was, in many cases, an obstacle to the introduction 
of the subject in the schools. The subject was prescribed for all 
classes, and the annual cost was likely to be very heavy.

Scarcely one of the ordinary schools had the necessary fittings Organiza- 
and apoliances, and in the great majority of cases, as there was maUaiand 
only one school-room, the cookery class could not have been practical 
carried on without much disturbance to other school work. instruction. 

Manual instruction and elementary science had not even the 
advantage of popularity. The general feeling in the country 
was rather one of vague curiosity than of practical interest. 
Admission to the earlier classes was eagerly sought, but few 
who attended them went away with sufficient grasp of the 
subject to become enthusiastic pioneers of the reform; the 
majority were lukewarm, and no immediate provision could be 
made, by supplying the necessary apparatus, to have instruc- 
tion commenced by these teachers immediately on returning to 
their schools.. 

Instruction in cookery suffered even more than instruction 
in manual training and science, for while liberal equipment 
grants for these two subjects were ultimately made, no assist- 
ance could be given to provide pots and pans or any other 
kitchen utensils. 

It was only natural, therefore, that these subjects should not 
have shown the striking progress seen in the case of vocal 
music. 

The progress made, and the benefit derived from the organi- 
zation, may- now be considered in the case of each subject. 

Before 1900 needlework was a compulsory subject in all Needlework 
schools attended by girls in which a mistress was employed. 

In the revised programme the subject was to be taught from 
the girl’s entry to the school as an “ infant,” so that the course 
was spread over a greater number of years. The requirements 
from the highest classes were reduced a little. From these 
changes it was hoped that more thorough teaching would 
follow, even though the time to be devoted to needlework was 
reduced. Hitherto the teaching had been almost exclusively 
individual teaching, but now, to economize time, the directress 
of needlework and her assistants, prepared a scheme of col- 
lective teaching to be carried out in the organization which was 
commenced in September, 1900. This system was explained 
to the teachers at Saturday conferences, and illustrated by 
the organizers in their actual teaching of classes in the schools 
on the other days of the week. The system, which is theo- 
retically perfect, is greatly hampered, in the case of needlework 
as well as of other subjects, by the irregular attendance of 
fiS-h' A teacher gives a new lesson on, say, patching to three- 
nfths of a class (the average attendance), but has to repeat it 
individually to the other two-fifths as the girls drop in on sub- 
sequent days. . Still the system has been beneficial, and it is 
generally admitted that needlework instruction has improved 
and is more educational. 

About 4,500 teachers attended the Saturday conferences. The 
organizers have visited about 4,000 schools (nearly 700 of them 

a 2 
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a second time), so that much useful work has been done. 
There still remain 2,000 schools to be organized. Additional 
visits to schools already organized will be of much service. 

In 1899 needlework was taught in about 5,800 schools, and 
in 1904 in 6,200. 

The organization in singing also began in September, 1900. 
The sub-organizers held evening classes for teachers, and in 
the daytime visited schools and taught the children, thus 
helping the teachers to start the subject, as well as illustrating 
the proper method of teaching it. This mixed system of or- 
ganizing, aided by the popularity of the subject, led to the 
rapid introduction of vocal music into the schools. 

The Commissioners’ Beport for 1899 gave singing as taught 
in 1,475 schools, and the number of pupils examined as about 
85,000. To these should be added infants’ schools and a few 
others in which singing by ear was taught ; but even with these 
additions the number was relatively very small, and the Com- 
missioners had to report : — “ It is to be regretted that both in 
the case of vocal music and drawing a very large number of 
instances occur in which teachers qualified to teach these 
branches fail to do so.” 

The number of schools in which singing is ‘taught has in- 
creased from 1,475 in 1899, to 6,683 in 1904. 

This is an excellent record of work done by the music orga- 
nization under Mr. Goodman’s supervision. The skill and 
completeness with which he organized his classes and the 
general enthusiasm which he and his assistants infused into 
the teachers, deserve the warmest recognition. 

In all 168 teachers’ classes have been held, attended by 
about 6,400 teachers, nearly equally distributed over all parte 
of Ireland. 

Another proof of the gratifying advance in this subject is 
afforded by the number of candidates for the King’s scholar- 
ship examination who take singing. In 1897 the number was 
only about 260; it is now about 2,000. Very few. Kings 
scholars now leave the Training colleges without qualifying in 
vocal music. It seems safe to prophesy. that.in the near future 
singing will be an ordinary school subject in at least 80 pel 
cent, of the National schools. 

The same success cannot be noted in cookery and laundry- 
work. Before the organization began cookery was an “ extra 
branch taught in 125 schools, chiefly Convent schools, to about 
2,900 girls ; and laundry-work — another “ extra ” — was taught 
in 11 schools to 191 girls. Four itinerant teachers had been 
employed in conducting classes in cookery. This system, very 
effective so far as it went , could never spread knowledge of the 
subject over the whole country. To do so, it was necessary 
to train the teachers. This was the course adopted. Twelve 
sub-organizers (since reduced to ten) were assigned to 
FitzGerald, and in October, 1900, they began the teachers 
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classes. These classes were very successful, but also very 
expensive, so that, as the sum allowed by the Treasury was 
inadequate, it became imperative to reduce their number in 
the following years, and to allow the sub-organizers to spend 
part of their time at school-work. 

More injurious to the organization than want of funds for the 
teachers’ classes was the want of money to supply apparatus to 
the schools, owing to which comparatively few teachers, except 
in Convent schools, took up the subject. Still, the number of 
schools taking it had increased from 263 in 1900, to 727 in 
1903. On the issue of the new programme, the subject be- 
came again optional and was generally dropped — the number 
of schools teaching it fell to 362 in 1904, of which 220 were 
Convent schools. 

In all 261 classes have been held, attended by 3,548 teachers. 
The cost of materials, fuel, &c., was only about £1,300. 

As we pointed out in our last report, we submitted, some 
years ago, for the approval of Your Excellency, a scheme 
for supplemental instruction at central schools in cookery, 
laundry and other subjects requiring special appliances or 
equipment. This scheme was not sanctioned, and since then 
we have been in consultation with the Department of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction with a view to arriving at 
an arrangement by which the instructors of that Department 
and the resources at their command might be utilised for the 
benefit of pupils of National schools so far as instruction in 
cookery and laundry is concerned. We hope that the Depart- 
ment will be able to provide the instruction required, by means 
of centres, in the chief towns, and in many rural districts. 
But for the majority of the rural schools it has become clear 
that the Department cannot make provision ; and we have 
been advised that it is not possible to divest ourselves of the 
responsibility for these subjects in such schools, and that we 
must continue the work of organization in cookery and 
laundry work with our own special staff. It is no less manifest 
that the arrangements which have been in force in rural 
schools for the last five years will be fruitless unless cookery 
and laundry are treated as ‘ ‘ specific ’ ’ subjects for which a 
grant may be paid. Mr. Dale has reported strongly in favour of 
this, and has pointed out that in England it has been found 
necessary to continue such grants for subjects which involve 
considerable expenditure on material. The experience of five 
years lias demonstrated that, without a special fee, the expen-

but the blackboard was very seldom used for teaching. A con- 
siderable amount of facility was acquired by many pupils, and 
in the last year of the system 98,360 pupils were presented 
for fees in 2,146 schools. Under the head of hand-and-eye 
training would come, also, Kindergarten, which was taught 
to 50,000 pupils in 450 schools. Besides the ordinary “ gifts, ’ 
Kindergarten included object-lessons (which connect it with 
the present science ' course) and drawing. The latter was 
taught chiefly on grooved slates, or on chequered paper, and 
included a certain amount of design, sometimes original. In 
this respect it resembled the first course of drawing introduced 
by the new organization — drawing on dotted paper. Bemdes 
these handicraft (woodwork) was taught in ten schools to 208 
boys. Handicraft was taught in two Training colleges; 
kindergarten in those for mistresses, and drawing in all. 

Mr. A. W. Bevis began with a large class of teachers, who 
were summoned, in July, 1900, to the Central Model School for 
a seven-weeks’ course. At first it was intended to limit the 
class to about 180, but the number was subsequently increased 
to 366. Mr. Bevis was assisted by Miss Hilda Schiller, who 
had received her training in Naas (Sweden) ; but even with 
this help the work was too great for any organizer. Most o 
the teachers failed to gain any connected grasp or knowledge 
of the subject, and as to drawing, not much could be expected 
in seven weeks. Only a few select teachers were admitted to 
the wood-work course. 


Four of the teachers were selected by Mr. Bevis to become 
his assistants, and after a brief additional training they were 
sent to hold teachers’ classes in different parts of the country. 
Bach class was held once a fortnight, the matter taught m one 
lesson being supposed to be enough to keep "the pupils em- 
ployed for two weeks. The subject, however, failed to becorn 
popular, and not even the free grant of equipment succeeded m 
securing for it anything more than a half-hearted welcome, 
aim was not understood, though Mr. Bevis, in his report tor 
1901, gave a very clear summary of it. 

Manual instruction as a compulsory subject is now limited 
to the lower division of the school. 


Drawing now receives more attention than under the lesulte 
system, and very satisfactory progress is being made, 
addition to freehand the children receive instruction 
design, in geometrical and scale drawing, and also, m ma ) 
schools, in model drawing. The blackboard is nearly aiway 
used by the teacher, and unquestionably the instruction give 
is much more intelligent and educational than it used to v • 
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In this respect the hand and eye organization has been un- 
doubtedly successful. 

Altogether, instruction in the first part of the course was 
given in 117 centres to 5,260 teachers, and 2,200 of these 
attended the second course in 44 centres. 

The centres were fairly distributed over the country, except 
in the West. ■ 

Equipments amounting to Til, 240 10s. 5 d. were granted to 
2,943 schools. 

Elementary science was entirely new to the National school 
teachers of the present generation, though a few conducted 
science classes or taught pupils for results fees in one or more 
of the recognised branches of science. 

Mr. Heller began the work of training the teachers in 
October, 1900. The course consisted of two parts, but only a 
small proportion of the teachers have gone through both. 

There is no doubt the teachers took up the subject with 
great enthusiasm, and the zeal and earnestness displayed by 
the sub-organizers are worthy of the highest commendation. 

At first the progress in elementary science training seemed 
very slow, and both teachers- and pupils failed to see what 
was the aim of the instruction ; but more rapid progress has 
been attempted, and in a few schools a good foundation for 
future work has been laid. 

For junior divisions, object-lessons of a suitable character 
afford useful training when well conducted. Some attempt to 
give such lessons is now made in practically all National 
schools. The attempts are often poor enough ; but consider- 
ing the extreme difficulty of giving such lessons, and the 
high order of intelligence they call for, perhaps there is, on the 
whole, no just cause for complaint. 

The number of science classes held was 196, attended b) 
about 4,100 teachers ; of these 550 went through the full course. 

Science equipments amounting in value to £12,488 14s. 2 d. 
were made to 1,650 schools. 

For the further training of teachers three complete and fully 
fitted laboratories remain in Dublin, Belfast, and Cork, where 
Mr. Heller, Mr. Ingold, and Miss Maguire will in future have 
their respective centres. 

The systems of organization adopted for these five subjects 
have proved of value, and have helped to arouse a healthy 
interest in educational questions.

Since the publication of our last report we have issued a 
new edition of our Buies and Begulations containing many im- 
portant changes. We had previously made provision for 
seventh and eighth standards in our schools, and on the 31st 
December, 1904, there was a seventh standard in 1,240 schools, 
and, of the pupils on the rolls on that date, 9,143 were in the 
seventh or higher standard. Our recently published rules pro- 
vide for the issue of a merit certificate to every pupil, over 
thirteen years of age, who has been enrolled in the seventh 
standard for one year, and who has, in the opinion of the 
inspector, attained to considerable proficiency in English, 
arithmetic, and geography. 

Under these rules the managers of National schools are at 
liberty, subject to the recommendation of the inspectors, to 
adopt for the seventh and eighth standards certain prescribes 
courses from the programmes issued by the Intermediate Edu- 
cation Board. 

In our last report we referred to new schemes for mentors 
and pupil-teachers, by which special inducements would be 
offered to candidates who had passed the examinations under 
the Intermediate Education Board. We regret that our pro- 
posals have not yet been sanctioned in their entirety ; but we 
have been enabled to provide for the appointment as monitors, 
without further examination, of students who have passed in 
the junior or middle grade, and already some such students 
have been recommended by our inspectors. 

We have also provided that persons who have passed the 
examinations in the middle or senior grade may be admitted 
to a Training college on qualifying in those subjects of the 
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King’s scholarship programme which are not covered by the 
special courses in which they passed at the Intermediate 
examinations. 

In addition to the general supervision which the principal of Criticism 
a school exercises over the teaching of the pupil-teachers and less ™ s - 
monitors during the school hours we now require, for their 
more efficient training, that a formal criticism lesson shall be 
given once in each week.' In the appendix to this report will be 
found the opinions of some of the inspectors as to the value 
and educative effect of these lessons. 

In our recent code we have published new rules regard- Books «n<i 
ing the selection of books for use in our schools. Books 'and scho ? 1 . 
school requisites may now be purchased direct from the ven- re, “'“ te3 ' 
dors, and it is no longer necessary to send the orders through 
the Commissioners’ office. 


In our last report we referred to the very large number of Small 
small schools receiving grants from us, and to the “ disastrous schools - 
consequence” of the sub-division of schools into boys’ and 
girls schools and its ruinous effect upon the instruction of boys 
from three to seven years of age. We pointed out possible 
methods of remedying this unsatisfactory state of things, viz., 

(1) by insisting on the transfer of all boys between three and 
seven to girls’ schools, (2) by amalgamating adjoining schools, 

(3) by amalgamating senior boys’ and girls’ departments, and 
by the creation of more infants’ departments, (4) by the em- 
ployment of manual instructresses in boys’ schools or by per- 
mitting their employment in two or more adjoining schools. 

Our recently published code provides for the appointment of 
an assistant mistress in a boys’ school when the attendance 
warrants it, and contains the following new rules : — 

Rule 127 (b). ‘‘Boys under eight years of age are ineligible 
for enrolment in a boys’ school where there is not 
an assistant mistress unless there is no suitable 
school under a mistress available in the locality.” 

Rule 186. “ Separate ordinary schools for boys and girls ad- 
joining or in close proximity, and under the same 
management, in one or both of which there is an 
average attendance of less than thirty, must be 
amalgamated on the retirement of either principal, 
unless for special reasons it shall be otherwise’ 
directed.” 

Rule 187 . “ In the case of applications for the recognition 
of boys’ and girls’ schools in the same locality 
m place of a mixed school, aid cannot be granted 
to separate schools unless there is satisfactory evi- 
dence 'that each school will have an average attend- 
ance of at least fifty pupils. ”

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Buie 127 ( 6 ) mously passed by us as a rule and again, unanimously, in 
December, 1904, when it was included in the new code. 

We may here give a brief outline of the reasons which have 
led us to add this rule to the Code. 

Dor the last thirty years, at least, managers, inspectors, and 
teachers have been recommending, and in many instances, at- 
tempting to gain for the schools the educational advantages which 
the rule will finally make general. In the Convent schools, boys 
have always been admitted and taught up to nine years of age. 
Infants’ schools have been established not only in the cities and 
towns, but also in villages, in which boys were retained until 
nine years of age — and even till ten years of age, by a regula- 
tion of three years ago. But not only were boys taught in 
Convent and infants’ schools under mistresses, but, in the case 
of boys’ and girls’ separate schools, managers were permitted 
to enrol boys under seven years of age in the girls’ schools— a 
privilege of which they, on educational grounds, frequently 
availed themselves. These facts are sufficient to show what was 
the general opinion as to the advantages to be gained by having 
boys in their earlier years under the training and instruction of 
women. Long before the discontinuance of results examina- 
tions our attention was drawn to the defective training of 
infants, especially in boys’ schools. As a consequence, in- 
structions were issued that the infants’ class in every school 
should be prepared in two of the following exercises : — ball-, 
frame, singing, drill, kindergarten, &c., in addition to the 
usual test in order to qualify for a full “ pass ” and to earn the 
full fee per unit for the teacher. The revised programme of 
1901 prescribes kindergarten, drill, singing, and object lessons 
for the first standard in all schools. But, notwithstanding 
regulations and circulars, the training of infants in boys’ 
schools was still reported by the inspectors as unsatisfactory. 
Kindergarten was very rarely taught, the singing was seldom 
good — a man’s voice being a very unsuitable pattern for 
small boys — little attention was paid to training the boys 
to good habits, the teachers took little interest in such young 
children, and brightness and animation were wanting in the 
teachers .and the pupils. So deeply were the inspectors im- 
pressed by the failure of masters to train young boys success- 
fully that in July, 1903, the senior inspectors (22) unanimously 
made the following recommendations : — 

“ Wherever practicable, boys under eight years of age should 1 
be under the charge of a mistress.” 

“ In order to assist in teaching junior standards, a female 
assistant might be allowed in a boys’ school under a 
master. ’ ’ 

The teachers in mixed schools with an average of thirty- 
five and under should be women.” 

These recommendations were made by the senior inspectors 
solely in the interests of efficiency and in their desire to im- 
prove education. 
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Subsequently Mr. Dale gave a very strong expression of 
opinion on the subject of the sub-division of schools into boys’ 
and girls’ schools and its effect upon the instruction of infant 
boys. At page 37 of his report he writes : — 

124. “ This sub-division is also most objectionable on educational 
grounds. In a mixed school of (say) sixty children taught by two 
teachers, one teacher can devote his undivided time to the instruction 
of the older children, the other to the younger ; but when the school 
is split up into two separate departments of thirty boys and thirty 
girls, each teacher lias to take both older and younger, with the 
natural result of interrupting the continuity and impairing the 
efficiency of his work.” 

125. “ The most disastrous consequence of this sub-division is its 
effect on the instruction of the boys from three to seven years of age, 
who are separated from the girls of corresponding age and placed 
under the master. If there is any point of agreement among all 
interested in education, it is that a man, both by temperament and 
training, is unfitted to teach infants, and that the charge of them 
should be entrusted to . women. Yet the prevailing organisation of a 
large number of schools in Ireland exhibits an absolute disregard of 
this elementary consideration ; and the consequence I found to be, 
that in nearly all the small boys’ schools that I visited the instruction 
of the infants was unsuitable and ineffective. They were frequently 
neglected altogether, while the master taught the older scholars ; nor 
can it reasonably be expected that a man should possess the patience 
or sympathy with very young children which are natural to even 
an unskilled woman teacher, and which are the indispensable pre- 
requisites for any successful teaching of infants.” 

In the “ Notes for Teachers ” issued in April, 1904, under 
the head “ The Training and Teaching of Infants,” it is stated 
that — “ In the case of boys’ and girls’ schools adjoining each 
other the boys under seven years should be enrolled in the 
girls’ school and taught by a mistress.” 

We hope it will be now quite plain to Your Excellency that, 
owing to such a strong and unanimous expression of opinion on 
the part of those who have been engaged in the promotion of 
education in primary schools, we had no option in the interests 
of the infant boys attending our schools but to frame and bring 
into operation rule 127 (b) or one drawn with the same object 
in view. 

Though the rule was framed with the sole purpose of in- 
creasing the efficiency of the training of infant boys, and 
though it was very rarely, and with much reserve, denied that 
the rule would have that effect, yet, on, the initiation of the 
teachers, followed by the managers, an agitation sprang up 
against the rule. 

The main objections urged against the rule were : — 

(a) that it would lead to the dismissal of hundreds of assis- 

tants in the boys’ schools ; 

(b) that it originated with the Treasury in a cheeseparing 

policy to substitute women as teachers instead of 

men ; 

(c) that it would lower the incomes of principals of boys’ 

schools both as regards grade and capitation ; 


Rule 127(6) 
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Rule 127 (b) ( d ) that it interfered with the rights of the parent to send 

his children to any school he wished ; 

(e) that it would ‘ ‘ feminize ’ * the boys ; 

(/) that, combined with rule 186 it would lead to the amalga- 
mation of boys’ and girls’ schools, and the consequent 
co-education of the sexes — a consequence fraught with 
grave moral danger. 

We carefully considered all the representations made to us, 
and as there seemed to be much misconception as to the prob- 
able operation of the rule, we thought it well to define at 
greater length the limits of its action. Accordingly, at a meet- 
ing of the Board, the following interpretations of its scope were 
agreed to : — 

(1) boys under eight years of age need not be excluded from 

boys’ schools where there is no assistant mistress, 
unless there is a suitable ’ ’ school under a mistress 
in the locality ; 

(2) a “ suitable ’ ’ school means a school in which there is 

adequate accommodation of a satisfactory kind, in 
which the teaching of infants is efficient, and in 
which the teaching staff is one of the same religious 
denomination as in the neighbouring boys’ school ; 

(3) boys of seven years of age may be enrolled in boys 1 

schools where there is no mistress, if they have 
attained the qualifications for the second standard ; 

(4) in case a two-teacher school would lose the service of an 

assistant by the application of the rule, the Commis- 
sioners will specially consider the case on a represen- 
tation from the manager. 

This last provision would act as a safeguard to the interests 
of the assistants in boys’ schools. As regards the second 
objection, the Treasury have had nothing whatever to do 
with the rule in its inception and discussion. It is true 
that the strict application of the rule might lower the 
incomes of the principals of small boys’ schools by preventing 
their promotion in grade and by reducing their capitation 
grant. The remedy for this risk is obvious. If the girls’ 
school is amalgamated with the boys’ school the master will, 
if efficient, be able to rise to a higher grade than if he had con- 
tinued principal of his small boys’ school, and the mistress who 
has become his assistant will retain, by the special permission 
of the Treasury, her income undiminished. Objections ( d ) and 
(e), as they have no foundation in fact in any country and in 
any circumstances, require no observations. With regard to the 
alleged effect of the education of boys and girls in the same 
schools, sentiment and tradition have taken the place of fact 
and experience. Upon this point Mr. Dale observed, 
page 48: “It should, however, be observed that in some 

parts of Ireland Homan Catholic managers object to mixed 
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schools as a possible danger to morality. I was not able to 
obtain any specific facts in support of this belief, nor does 
English experience in rural districts lend any colour to it.” 

The chief inspectors for Ireland, in a memorandum dated 
1th April, 190S, state that “ as regards the danger on moral 
grounds of boys and girls being taught together, the idea in 
the case of infants is preposterous ; and we may mention that 
although there are in operation no less than 4,455 mixed 
schools (2.247 being Roman Catholic) having senior classes, 
within our very lengthened experience no abuse resulting 
therefrom has ever come under our notice.” 

The danger of abuse seems very remote ; at a primary school 
which boys and girls attend, they sit at different desks and have 
different playgrounds ; they never associate during school 
hours. If there, is any danger — and in Ireland the danger 
should be very slight on account of the strict supervision exer- 
cised by the clergy, it is much greater when the children asso- 
ciate, as they do, on their way home from school. 

At our meeting on April 11th last, after a full discussion 
of the new rules, it was proposed, and unanimously agreed to, 
that rule 127 (b) should be amended as follows : — 

“Boys under eight years of age are ineligible, without 
“the special permission of the Commissioners, for enrol- 
“ ment in a boys’ school where there is not an assistant 
“ mistress, unless there is no suitable school under a mis- 
(( tress available in the locality. This special permission 
“ w ill not be granted except in cases in which, in the opinion 
“of the Commissioners, the probable effect of this sub-rule 
“ will be the loss of an assistant teacher to the school. This 
“ permission will be withdrawn on the occurrence of a 
ci vacancy on the staff of assistants when an assistant mis- 
“ tress may be appointed under rule 86 ( d ).” 

. finally , at our meeting on April 28th , it was proposed that 
in rule 127 (b) the age should be reduced to seven, and that the 
following words should be added to rule 186 : — “ This rule 
shall not apply to any boys’ school, the average attendance of 
which, but for the operation of rule 127 (b), would, in the 
opinion of the Commissioners, be over thirty.” These pro- 
posals were unanimously agreed to (there being only one Com- 
missioner absent) . 

. Statements have often been made from the platform and Incomes ° f 
m the public press and magazines that the teachers in Ireland t,etc “ clers 
are inadequately remunerated, and comparisons between the 
rates of salary in the three kingdoms are often brought forward 
■in support of these statements. 

The argument based on a comparison of the average income 
of all teachers in Great Britain with the average income of 
all teachers in Ireland, will not bear examination. In Great 
Britain the schools are large, in Ireland the schools are small, 
ot 8,574 schools receiving grants from ns on the 31st Decem- 
ber, 1904, 5,360, or more than three-fifths, have an average 
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attendance of less than fifty pupils , and about one-half of these 
theteachers, are j n c }- l3ir g e 0 f masters. In Great Britain, notwithstanding 
the large size of the schools generally , the majority of the prin- 
cipal teachers are women. In Ireland, though there are com- 
paratively few large schools, the majority of the principal 
teachers are men. Bor purposes of a fairer comparison we 
publish the following table showing the average rate of pay- 
ment per annum from State sources alone to the principal 
teachers of Irish National schools. It will' be observed that 
these payments are made entirely from the Parliamentary 
grants, and that they are for work done only in the day schools 
within school hours.

In the case of schools with an average attendance of between 
10 and 20 pupils, it will be seen that the average cost to the 
State of each pupil per annum is, approximately, £4 in the 
case of men-principals , and £3 4s. in the case of school under 
mistresses. State-aided schools in Great Britain with a cor- 
respondingly low attendance are very rare, and are to be found 
only in the mountainous districts or islands. We have been 
able to obtain a return for one school only of an average under 
20, viz., Airidhbhruich, in the island of Lewis, of which the 
average attendance, is 19, and the teacher’s salary £45. 

In the case of schools with an average of 20 but under 30, 
the cost per pupil per annum is still velry high, being over £3 
for the master, and over £2 10s. if the school be in charge of a 
mistress. In some of these schools under a master there is 
also a manual instructress or workmistress, which would in- 
crease the cost per pupil. 

In this case also no data could be obtained to enable us to 
institute a comparison between the salaries paid to the teachers 
of such small schools in Ireland and Great Britain. If such 
schools exist in Great Britain, they are aided only in very 
exceptional circumstances, owing to a well-grounded belief 
that small schools are as a rule bad schools, 
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Even when we come to column 3 of the return, viz. . schools incomes of 
with an average attendance of from 30 to 50, we find that such thetea “ hei ' 3 
schools are regarded by the English County Education Com- 
mittees as schools of an exceptional class for which special pro- 
vision must be made. They have not, as a rule, a fixed scale 
of salaries for such schools. 


In Shropshire, for an attendance not exceeding 70 a master 
is paid £90, rising to £100, and a mistress £80 to £85. In 
Dorsetshire, the rate of salary for schools under 50 of an aver- 
age is considered individually, and in schools ranging from 51 
to 80 of an attendance, a master receives £90, rising to £110 
per annum. 

In the island of Lewis there are only seven schools having an 
average attendance under 50, and the average salary of the 
teachers of these schools is £65 per annum. Again in the 
county of Cumberland there are 55 schools (19 under ’masters 
and db under mistresses, with averages under 50. The masters 
are paid £105 per annum (i.e., £70 by the State and £35 from

In that report Mr. Dale gives par- 
ticulars as to the average salary of teachers in voluntary schools 
in the Lindsey division of the county of Lincolnshire, which in 
some ways presents as near a parallel to Irish conditions as can 
be obtained in England. The figures which he obtained en- 
abled him to give the following particulars as to average 
salaries in that typical district : —

These are the average rates paid to each class of teachers in 
the last year of the results payments, and are now published 
for the sake of comparison. 


The average income of the master of a school of thirty-five 
under the results system was 4383 10s. 8 d., with little, if any, 
prospect of an increase, while the average income of a master 
of a school of an average between thirty and fifty at present is 
£92 17s. 3d. Further, a master of such a school may receive 
an income of nearly £120 per annum, if he prove himself an 
honest efficient worker. 


In the case of the principal of a school with an average of 
eighty, £138 was the highest income he could hope to obtain 
under the results system so long as he remained principal of a 
school with one assistant. It has been assumed, too, in his 
case that he had attained to the highest classification under 
the Board, as if this were the rule for principals of schools 
with one assistant, whereas not one-third of the teachers of 
such schools -in Ireland ranked in the highest class. Had the 
teachers of such schools been all classed first of first when the 

u 
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incomes of salaries were fixed in 1900, the average salary would have been 

the tenders. a bout £138 instead of £126. Yet the principal now who has 
an income of £126 has a prospect of one day attaining to £190 
per annum, free from the condition of passing difficult exami- 
nations and free to devote himself entirely to the maintenance 
of efficiency in his school — the only condition necessary for 
obtaining an increase of salary. 

It will be observed that in the case of teachers’ incomes in 
Great Britain, though the initial salary is higher and the incre- 
ments acorue annually, yet the increments are fewer and the 
maximum possible salary very much lower than in similar 
schools in this part of the United Kingdom. 

Some attempt has already been made by means of the intro- 
duction of grades and by limiting promotion in the grades to 
teachers of schools of a given average attendance, to establish 
a fixed relationship between the size and importance of the 
school and the salary of its principal, as is the general practice 
in other countries. More than three-fifths of all the schools 
in Ireland have an average attendance under fifty pupils. 
Most of these schools have only one teacher. Owing to 
the number of classes and subjects, it requires a teacher 
of exceptional energy and skill to maintain in such a 
school a creditable standard of efficiency. In the North of 
Ireland most of these small schools owe. their origin to the 
claims of the various Protestant denominations to have pro- 
vided at the cost of the State, schools for each denomination, 
while in the South, the provision of separate departments for 
boys and girls is the chief cause of the existence of so many 
small schools. If the managers of the Protestant schools 
would co-operate with one another in amalgamating, in suit- 
able 'Cases, their schools, and the managers of the South would 
amalgamate their small separate departments, schools would 
be formed with staffs of two teachers at least in each, and by 
the division and combination of labour then possible there 
would be a considerable improvement in the efficiency of the 
combined schools, and the work of the teachers would be 
much less laborious. Purther, the maintenance of these 
small schools requires an expenditure in salaries out of all 
proportion to the total amount of our Vote, and looking to 
their general average of efficiency does not, in our opinion, 
justify in many cases the continuation of the grants as given 
at present. 

In regard; to schools with an average attendance of seventy 
or over we do not consider that an initial salary of £56 per 
annum to the principal is sufficient. 

Under the old system of payments, teachers on their first 
appointment to large and important schools received incomes 
proportionate to the size of the schools, but under the new 
system teachers on appointment to large schools received no 
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such advantages. Furthermore, under the old system of classi- 
fication and payment, teachers who had distinguished them- 
selves during the course of training as King’s scholars and who 
had obtained high classification, were able to secure on first 
appointment much higher incomes than the present initial 

We have arrived at the conclusion that the decrease in 
recent years in the number of male candidates for entrance to 
the training colleges is largely attributable to the uncertainty 
regarding the prospects of young teachers as compared with 
those enjoyed by teachers who were in our service before 1900. 

At our meeting on the 19th July, 1904, we had this subject 
before us , and after full consideration we unanimously adopted 
resolutions to the following effect : — 

(a.) A trained principal teacher of a school with an average 
daily attendance of 70 to 94 pupils may receive an in- 
come (exclusive of residual capitation grant) not less 
than £77 per annum (men), or £65 per annum 
(women) , provided that he or she holds a certificate of 
at least second class. (See /.) 

(b.) A trained principal teacher of a school with an average 
daily attendance of 95 to 139 pupils may receive an 
income (exclusive of residual capitation grant) not less 
than £87 per annum (men), or £73 per annum 
(women), provided that he or she holds a certificate 
of at least the second class. (See /.) 

(c.) A trained principal teacher of a school with an average 
daily attendance of 140 to 184 pupils may receive an 
income (exclusive of residual capitation grant) not less 
than £117 per annum (men), or £97 per annum 
(women) , provided that he or she holds a certificate of 
the first class. (See g.) 

( d .) A trained principal teacher of a school with an average 
daily attendance of 185 to 229 pupils may receive an 
income (exclusive of residual capitation grant) not less 
than £139 per annum (men), or £114 per annum 
(women) provided that he or she holds a certificate 
of the first class. (See g.) 

(e.) A trained principal teacher of a school with an average 
daily attendance of 230 pupils and above may receive 
an income (exclusive of residual capitation grant) not 
less than £139 per annum (men) , or £114 per annum 
(women), provided that he or she holds a certificate 
of the first class. If the principal is a university 
graduate he or she may receive in addition a supple- 
mental salary not exceeding £80, to be reached by 
' annual increments of £5, until he or she receives a 
total income of £255 per annum (men), or £221 per 
annum (women) (exclusive of residual capitation 
grant) , so long as the school in which the service is 
given is reported as “ excellent.” 


Incomes of 
the teachers. 
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(/.) A certificate of the second class may be awarded to a 
trained teacher who has given three consecutive years 
of highly efficient service. 

(g.) A certificate of the first class may be awarded to a 
trained teacher who has given six consecutive years 
of highly efficient service. 

( h .) Service rendered as an assistant may qualify a teacher 
for a certificate of the first or second class ; but such 
teacher shall not receive any of the benefits of these 
rules until he or she has given highly efficient service 
as principal for at least one year. 

Such a scheme , if sanctioned , will ensure a more rapid pro- 
motion for an efficient teacher and make the salaries of the 
principals more closely correspond with the responsibility of 
the duties they have to discharge. 

We were in a great measure led to take this matter into con- 
sideration because of the widespread expression of uncertainty 
and dissatisfaction with what appeared to be the absence of a 
regulation to enable teachers of merit to advance within a 
reasonable time to the higher grades. Thus, it has often been 
asserted that the highest salary of the scale could not be at- 
tained without satisfactory service of thirty-six years. This 
impression, although largely based upon a misconception of 
our powers, has operated prejudicially upon the supply of can- 
didates for the Training colleges. 

Next to the improvement in the salaries of teachers in large 
and important schools we consider the provision of an in- 
creased staff in small schools most vital to the well-being of 
the system. In our last report we stated that we were of 
opinion that the employment of a second teacher — possibly a 
manual instructress — should be sanctioned in all schools with 
averages of from 35 to 49. 

The backward state of primary education in Ireland is 
largely due to the immense proportion of one-teacher schools. 
Some of the causes of this state of things are unavoidable ; for 
instance, the sparseness of the population in country districts. 
Other causes are the objection on the part of the clergy of the 
Homan Catholic Church to boys and girls being taught 
together, and the disinclination of the various denomina- 
tions to use each other’s schools, which has extended so far 
that almost every congregation, no matter how small, claims a 
school for its own use. The single-teacher schools are rela- 
tively inefficient, and means must be adopted to diminish the 
number. We have seriously set ourselves to deal with the 
problem by rule 186 quoted above, and other provisions for 
the amalgamation of small schools, but there is especial diffi- 
culty in securing the amalgamation of schools whose average 
attendance is between 35 and 50. And yet these schools, if in 
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, „„„ n .f a single teacher, are necessarily more inefficient than staff in 
Smaller schools. The need of an increased staff impressed Mr. jXoi.. 
n Je who recommended that for an average attendance above 
oq there should be a second teacher. We, as stated above, 
ish to go even farther. In the case of rural schools— and the 
" ,1 SG bools are mostly rural— the attendance of pupils is 
lamentably irregular', and an average attendance of 35 may 
mean a maximum attendance of 50 or 55 for some months of 
the year. It is clear that a single teacher, no matter how 
capable, is powerless to instruct such a number distributed in 
all standards from infants’ to the highest. We consider 
the provision of a manual instructress for such schools in the 
highest sense vital to the efficiency of the system, and we 
expect that if this reform is granted it will be possible to obtain 
the agreement of the managers and others concerned, to amal- 
gamation in the case of schools whose average attendance is 
below 35. It would thus be possible to convert a very large 
number of single-teacher schools into two-teacher schools in a 
way that will vastly increase their efficiency. 


We have again to bring under the notice of Tour Excellency Higher 
the delay that has occurred in considering and sanctioning our 
proposals for giving aid to Higher Grade Schools. 

In our report for 1903 we intimated to Tour Excel- 
lency that we had under consideration for some ' time 
the question of establishing advanced departments in 
National schools and Higher Grade National schools. 

We stated that at the present time no educational facili- 
ties were afforded to those pupils who, on completing the 
course of instruction in a National school might desire to pre- 
pare themselves for commercial and technical pursuits, and 
that, following the example of the English and Scotch Boards 
of Education, we had decided to establish, subject to the 
approval of Tour Excellency and the Lords of His Majesty’s 
Treasury, schools or departments where boys and girls who 
had passed the sixth standard in a National school might 
obtain a good scientific , commercial, or literary education. 

We stated that we did not anticipate for some time to come 
that many pupils would be enrolled in these higher depart- 
ments, and that we were prepared to recognize such 
department or school only where the educational requirements 
of the locality render it highly desirable. We pointed out 
that we had recently provided for a seventh standard, and even 
for an eighth standard, in the larger National schools, and that 
this would in future lessen the demand for a higher education 
than that given in a National school. 

It was not possible then for us to give an accurate estimate 
of the expenditure in connection with these higher grade 
departments, as we had no means of deciding as to the number 
of pupils who would avail themselves of the opportunities of a 
higher education that would be thus afforded. In. England, 
according to the returns then furnished, there were twenty- 
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nine such schools with an average attendance of 6,884. 
Scotland there were thirty-five Higher Grade Schools with an 
average attendance of 3,821. We considered that it would not 
be necessary to provide for more than 1,000 pupils in higher 
grade departments during the first year of their establishment. 

The Government, however, decided that these proposals 
must stand over until further consideration could be given to 
the entire question of primary and intermediate education. 

We desire here to express our regret at this decision. The 
consideration of the entire question of educational expenditure 
from public grants in Ireland is a matter that, even if under- 
taken immediately, will necessarily occupy a very considerable 
time, and, if a re-arrangement of these grants be effected, will 
possibly involve legislation. We feel, therefore, that the post- 
ponement of the establishment of departments and schools of 
the class which we had recommended until after the settlement 
of the larger question just referred to, may involve indefinite 
delay with much injury to the education of the present genera- 
tion. We are convinced of the pressing necessity for the intro- 
duction of advanced departments and Higher Grade schools 
into Ireland in connection with the primary system of educa- 
tion, and while reluctant again to trouble the Government with 
the subject, we feel that we should not be doing our duty to the 
great educational trust reposed in us if we did not press for an 
immediate settlement of the question. 

We desire to bring again before Your Excellency some other 
pressing requirements of National education. Some years ago, 
in connection with the allocation of the funds to be provided 
by the Development Grant Bill, then before Parliament, we 
pointed out that one of the great defects in regard to National 
education in Ireland was the unsatisfactory condition of many 
of the school-houses in reference to (a) the structures them- 
selves, (b) their equipment, (c) their sanitary condition, and 
(d) their attractiveness to the pupil in the matter of internal 
comfort. 

Practically 1,000 schools in Ireland stand in need of having 
out-offices provided. Provision should also be made for the 
periodical cleansing of these offices, the cleaning of the win- 
dows and the scrubbing of the floors. 

We consider that all National schools should be provided 
with suitable seats, desks, maps and charts, and with fires in 
the winter months. 

School prizes and scholarships are urgently required if the 
co-ordination of primary and secondary education is to become 
a reality. At present, the Intermediate Board are precluded 
by their Act from making grants to National schools, and we 
have no funds to encourage promising pupils of primary 
schools to continue their education in secondary schools. 
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W> submit for the early consideration of the Govern- F ree supply 
ment the question of the supply of books to National of looks, 
chools We maintain that, as a consequence of the intro- 
duction into Ireland of the compulsory education system, it 
would seem to be but reasonable that books should be supplied, 
as in Great Britain, at the public expense for use in the 
schools We should, however, regard it as not unsatisfactory 
if this system of supplying books were put into operation only 
in districts where the compulsory education clauses of the Irish 
Education Act, 1892, are in force. 

In our report for 1903 we strongly animadverted on the School 
unfortunate consequences of the delay on the part of the buildings 
Government to communicate to us the report of the inter- 
departmental committee on school buildings which reported so 
long ago as November, 1902. We wish again to point out that 
the° existing plans of -schoolhouses are antiquated, that the 
scales of grants are admittedly insufficient, and that it is sheer 
waste of public money to erect buildings which are condemned 
by ail experts as unsuitable for the purpose for which they 
are provided. The majority of the schoolhouses in Ireland 
have been built for objects other than educational, and, if satis- 
factory work is to be accomplished must be reconstructed with 
a view to modern requirements. We have been informed 
that the Treasury are prepared to allow from the Ex- 
chequer a sum of £140, 000 for building, to be spread 
over a small number of years, and it would appear 
that after this period the building grants must cease, or that 
the Development Grant must be responsible for the charge. 

We are not greatly concerned as to the source from which our 
funds may be voted, but, so far as our information goes, the 
Development Grant is hypothecated to such an extent for Land 
Purchase that it cannot bear a further considerable charge. Be 
this as it may, we wish to place on record our conviction that 
the expenditure on the erection and reconstruction of school- 
houses, cannot be discontinued in the near future without in- 
jurious results which will be increasingly apparent with every 
succeeding year. We cannot, consistently with fidelity to our 
great trust, consent to a proposition fraught with the gravest 
consequences. 

We are aware that our proposals involve a very large increase 
in the annual expenditure on primary education, and that, as 
the Treasury have pointed out, many of the proposed changes 
relate to matters for which the rates in Great Britain are 
responsible. This consideration is, doubtless, of great weight" 
so far as the Treasury are concerned. But what we have to 
consider are the requirements of education, prescinding from 
the source from which these requirements may be met. It seems 
to us to be involved in the Legislative Union, and to be a neces- 
sary consequence of the identity of taxation in Great Britain and 
Ireland, that the Irish child should enjoy equal advantages, so 
far as education is concerned, with children in English and 
Scotch schools. Whether these advantages should be secured 
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by grants from the rates or from the Exchequer is a secondary 
question with which not we, but the Government, are con- 
cerned. It is our duty to lay before the Government and the 
Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury the immediate 
requirements of the system of National education, which 
requirements must be satisfied if the existing educational in- 
equality between Ireland and Great Britain is , even in a small 
measure, to be redressed. 

It does not rest with us, but with the Government, to pro- 
pose legislation to invest local authorities with rating powers 
for these purposes ; and as the Government has stated that 
“there is no immediate prospect of eliciting any material 
amount out of the rates,” it seems obvious that either the 
Development Grant or the Exchequer must be drawn upon. 
The Development Grant is the equivalent of a sum of money 
voted by Parliament for the relief of the education rates in 
Great Britain, and it follows that, since such a grant was 
required in Great Britain, it is far more indispensable in a 
poor country like Ireland, where it is impossible to obtain from 
local -sources financial provision for the maintenance of schools. 
Early in 1902 we placed before the Government our claims in 
connection with the grant, and if subsequently the major part 
of it was sequestrated for purposes unconnected with education 
it was not through lack of representations and warnings on our 
part. 

We now proceed to give Your Excellency detailed information 
under various heads. 


School-houses and Teachers’ Residences. 

Vested 1. On the 31st December, 1904, there were 9,123 schools on 
schools.

In 58 cases we gave the required assistance, either as grants for “ c e h oois. 
building new premises, or as grants of salary and books. The 
remaining 13 applications were rejected. 

The erection and improvement ol vested school premises are Building 
carried out under the direction of the Board of Public Works. Grants - 
On the first of April, 1904, the amount for which that Board 
was liable in respect of grants already made by us and 
notified to them was £44,958. In addition to this sum, we 
had made grants amounting to £11,578 4s. 7 d., which had not 
been ready for notification to the Board of Works. The total 
liabilities, therefore, on that date amounted to £56,536 4s. 7cZ. 

As in previous financial years, we received in the year 1904- 
1905 a greater number of applications for such grants than the 
Parliamentary Vote would warrant us in sanctioning. We 
made, however, building and improvement grants in 236 cases.

Condition 6. The school-houses, which are vested in the Commissioners, 
of premises. an( j p- e p^ j n repair at the public expense, are generally satisfactory 
as regards adequacy of accommodation, suitableness of sites, 
sanitary arrangements and general fitting up for school purposes. 
A large percentage of the school-houses vested in trustees are, we 
regret to say, not maintained in a satisfactory condition. The 
responsibility for the repair and maintenance of these schools 
devolves on the trustees. A considerable number of the non- 
vested school -houses, especially those recently built, are suitable 
for their purpose, and are well maintained ; but in a prepon- 
derating number of cases the houses are unsuitable, and are not 
kept in a condition, either as regards repair or cleanliness of the 
premises, reflecting credit on the localities in which they are 
situated. 

Local aid According to the Returns furnished by the school managers, 
building and amount subscribed from local sources towards the erection 
repairing of new buildings, and additions to school premises, was 
houses" £32,405 8s. 0 cl. According to the same returns, the sum of

7. On the 31st of December, 1904, we had 8,710 schools in operation, 
operation. Since the date of our last Report, 90 schools 
were brought into operation — viz., 65 vested in the Com- 
missioners or in trustees, and 25 non-vested ; while 100 schools 
were placed on the “ Suspended List,” removed from the Roll of 
National Schools, or were inoperative at the close of the year. 

This gives a net decrease of 10 schools in operation for the year 
ended 31st December, 1904. 

The accommodation afforded in the schools was sufficient for Nation 
740,441 pupils, allowing ten square feet for each pupil. provided. 


8. There were 413 schools on our Roll, but not in operation on "Zh. ' ve 
the 31st December, 1904. 200 were not completely built, 

176 were on the list of schools, the grants to which had been 
suspended for various causes, chiefly owing to failure to maintain 
a sufficient attendance of pupils, 20 Model school departments 
had been amalgamated with the adjoining departments, and 
17 other schools were also inoperative for various reasons.

Books and School Requisites. 

requisites. 59. The approved general list now includes 66 sets of Readers, 
comprising 47 6 books. During the year an assortment of Story 
book and Supplementary Readers and books for school libraries, 
numbering 433 in all, were added to the list, in addition to other 
books on different subjects and for the teaching of the Irish 
language. The several standards in our schools are thus provided 
with a variety of general reading books, as well as with reading 
books in Irish and English history, geography, domestic economy, 
science, and animal life. The list also includes 370 varieties of 
copy-books with head -lines, and over 670 maps, diagrams and 
books for object lessons. These requisites are supplied by 
vendors direct to the schools, carriage free. 

During 1904-1905 there were 415 free grants of school requisites, 
amounting in value to £742 7s. Id, made in the case of ordinary 
schools. In addition, there were 43 free grants of school 
requisites to Model schools, &c., which amounted in value to 
£72 5s. 6d, and all school account books were given gratuitously. 
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According to the rules recently issued, managers may select 
th f books to be used in their schools for the purpose of secular 
instruction, subject to the condition that no book can be used for 
the nurpose of united secular instruction to which a reasonable 
nbiection might be entertained on religious or political grounds. 
Managers are required, however, to submit annually tor ex- 
amination of the inspector, the list of the books proposed to be 
used not later than three months prior to the commencement ot 
the school year, and they must furnish a copy of any book which 
does not appear on the list authorised by the Commissioners, or 
of any new edition of a book already sanctioned. Further, no 
new book can be used until the official approval has been notified 
to the manager.

The '‘Beid Bequest” special prizes, under the will of the oest 
late B. T. Beid, Esq., ll.d., varying from £25 to £10 each, 
were awarded to twelve monitors of National schools in the 
County of Kerry for superior answering at competitive examinations 
for the prizes. The names of the successful competitors for these 
prizes will also be found in the Appendix.

The Most Reverend Patrick Foley, D.D., Bishop of Kildare and 
Leighliu, Edward John Gwynn, Esq., M.A., F.T.C.D., and Gerald 
Dease, Esq., D.L., were appointed Commissioners in January, 1905.
